Mr J. M, Wilson, who. arrived here yesterday by 
__ air, told the China Mail this morning that he 
was experiencing difficulty getting Hongkong- 


trained men for the 


posts and was going to 


approach various “aid for Chinese refugees” 
societies in Hongkong to recruit men with 
Chinese university degrees and diplomas also, 


Apart from wanting teachers 
of Engtish, Mr Wilson ts also 
Jooking for men to coach 
Chinese. And one thing is 
certain; he needs Chinese 
teachers with a good back- 
ground of Mandarin because 
North Borneo has adopted a 
tystem .of education alming to 
make Mandarln a common 
language for ita large Chinese 
population.
